EUROPE'S LATEST CREATORS ARRIVE 


Seventy Miles an Hour.

ILE Peuusylvania'b restriction of the speed of all trains 


to seventy miles an hour, taken in connection with 
this road's agreement with the Central to lengthen 


the eighteen-hour Chicago schedule of both lines to twenty 
hours, indicate a teii'lewy away form the old speed ideals of 
American railway management. It is significant that the new 
policy is adoptp'l at a time when in 
improved road-beds, 


stronger bridge*, steel equipment and 
in 
everything 
but 


tougher rails, tli" roncK tue in a better position to run fast 
trains with safety than wlien most of the "limiteds" and 
"flyers'1 -nere instituted. 


Most speed records on American railroads, in fact, were, 


made undoi less eei-me operating conditions than now exist, j 
A Lehigh Valley train in 1«)7 covered 44 miles at the rate of 
80 miles an hour; a Burlington tniin in 1W2 run 15 miles at 
a 98-mile gait, and a train on the Plant sybtcm in 3901 accom- 
plished the remarkable feat of running five miles at the rate 
of 120 miles an hour. As far back as 1848 the Great Western 
of England ran a train M miles at a speed of 08 miles an hour. 


Seventy milob an hour is the maximum speed allowed on 


French railways. It is more a theory than a condition as re- 
spects trains on regular sch.-clule in any country. The Venn- 
PVlvania'B and the Central's Chicago flyers average under 60 
miles an hour. The fastest Gorman train, running between 
Berlin and Hamburg, maintains a speed of only 55 m!.es an 
hour, and English schedules are mil little faster. 


Does a public demand exist for eight hour 
and 
other 


high-speed trains? Railway managers represent that it does, 
and the recent wreck on the Burlington was ascribed by an 
Illinois jury to thin indirect cause. But the companies arc 
under no compulsion to run th«i; they are uneconomical, and 
most have been instituted by way of rivalry and to advertise 
the roads more than to meet any real need of the traveling 
public.
